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DETAILED ACTION 



Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The Scheiffler (US 6,138,238) prior discloses "the capability to process a called 
code frame from a code assembly and its runtime stack performing protected 
operations", the Jaeger (US 6,345,361 ) prior art discloses "the capability to determine 
an intersection of permissions for objects", and 

the Shrader (US 6,526,513) and Berry (US 6,735,758) prior art combination 
discloses "the capability to modify the permission of a object via a manual 
request/response mechanism" and "the capability to terminate a stack walk". 

Neither the Scheiffler, Jaeger, Shrader, nor Berry prior art discloses the capability to 
modify the permission set for an object dynamically, without manual intervention, and 
immediately terminate the stack walk based on the Applicant arguments that the 
override of the permission set must be "dynamic" and the stack walk termination must 
be immediate in its implementation. 

After extensive searching and analysis of prior art in light of the Applicant's claimed 
invention, the Examiner finds that the referenced prior art does not teach or suggest in 
detail the invention's disclosure in combination with all the elements of each 
independent claim as argued by the Applicant [see Page 14, Lines 27-28 of Applicant's 
arguments dated Oct. 3, 2005, as well as the enabling portions of Applicant's 
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specification]. So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's arguments have 
been considered persuasive, in light of the set of claims with limitations as well as the 
enabling portions of the specification. 

2. The dependent claims further limit the independent claims and are considered 
allowable on the same basis as the independent claims as well as for the further 
limitations set forth. Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly 
labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

3. Claims 1 - 46 are allowed.
